THE TREASURY SURPLUS. 
An accumulation of a surplus of nearly 308 millions 


of dollar* in the present fiscal year, inviting another 
very considerable, ^,«^ !_i the isix burden, has centered 
uauaual interest in the approaching session of con- 
gress. 


This i* a business administration. 
It makes no other pretensions. In fact there cer- 


tainly would be resentment In the W^iUe House If 
Mr. Coolidge's policies were interpreted in any other 
light. Since there is the frank and open recognition 
that government is shaping ita course to the needs 
aod necessities of business, the only question which 
ha* been raised is how to apply ^the surplus tax funds 
most effectively for American commerce and industry. 


The national debt at its peak was slightly in ex- 


cess of 25 billions of dollars. It is now a. little more 
'thin 20 billions. The reduction of the debt, w-hloh 
has been effected In the seven years since tho close 
of the war, has been made possible by application of 
surplus tax receipts, the revenues derived from the 
sale of war materials and the funds received from 
foreign countries indebted to Ajnerica, paid as inter-. 
cst or principal. With the sole exception of Greax 
Britain, these payments to America have been of a 
negligible character. Kven with the British paymenty 
.added to them, they have been insufficient to meet 
the Interest charges on tho American debt. Outside 
of Great Britain, France- and Italy are the principal* 


• debtor* of this nation. . Italy has given assurance 
that the Question of .funding'her obligation will short- 
ly be taken- up. France haa given no positive indi- 
cation p«:her intention; of immediate funding. So it 
Is apparent that for a very considerable -period at 
least there will be n.o appreciable receipts to further- 
reduce the debt of this country. 


At the present rate of »aving in the governmental 


activities, it would take^ forty years and more to 
liquidate tha debt w.hlcl» this country owes. In its 
financial operations" a government should observe 
the same rules which apply to the Individual. Many 
individuals and many businesses find their Interest 
ckargea constitute too heavy a load. Much of the 
; burden of governme'ut at this time is due to ,the huge 
debt which America owes. The question has been, 
raised a* to whether the treasury surplus should not 
be applied to cutting down this debt and in this man- 
ner forever relieving the individual and Industry of 
the necessity, of paying interest. 
I But t"ne relief which would come in this fashion 
ifouM be slow and un&pprectable. It would not be 
felt for sonje} years. In the meantime those whosa 
perseverance and determination made possible the 
surplus would; not receive f«H credit for the achieve- 
ment. And «o, instead qf using the treasury surplus 
to reduce the nation's debt, another reduction in taxes 
has been planned by the administration. 


A year ago congress balked Mr. Qoolidge and Mr, 


Mellon In their avowed purpose of relieving business 
oj the. burden. The president feels more confident of 
the outcome of the fight In th.e next congress. The 
very fact that those who hove modest incomes shared 
the reduction to a larger degree than tnose of great 
wealth would seemingly pave the way for his pro- 
gram. The death of some1 of those who most effect- 
ively fought the Mellon plan a year, ago Is another 
reason for believing that the next congress will view 
the tax problem in a different light. 


Mr. Coolldge as a potential candidate in 1928 will 


succeed or fail on the strength of his tax problem 
in the next session of congress. If by reducing the 
tax_ rate on the larger Incomes, he can actually col- 
lect more from those better able to pay, and this Is 
the heart of his argument, he • will have 'nothing t to 
fear. If business IB actually stimulated so that the 
American people are benefitted then his hold upon 
popular favor will be stronger .than ever. But if his 
tax program merely relieves those of great incomes 
of taxation, without .reverting to the benefit of in- 
dustry and commerce, and If it fails to stem the In- 
creasing tide of Investment in tax free securities. 
then hi* position will be precarious. His case rests 
upon the handling of the tax question. 


MATRIMONIAL EMBARGO LIFTED. 


Nebraska's experiment in restricting marriage by 


compelling prospective brides and grooms to wait ten 
days after applying for the required license Is now 
at an end. Beginning Thursday, candidates for hy- 
meneal union will not have to choose between sub- 
mitting to this regulation or going outside the state- 
to b» wed. The ant of the last legislature repealing 
the ten-day clause will g-o into effect on that day. 


Strictly speaking, the old provision became obsolete 


-in most counties of Nebraska immediately following 
the passage of the repeal bill and its approval by 
the governor on March 20. Although the new mea- 
sure did not parry the emergency clause, county 
Judges were permitted under tlie statute of 1323 to 
waive the ten-day rule for any good reason, and 
most of them have been doing eo ever since, the 
Iffrislature voted to rescind il.

censes a long-drawn-out affair It is pronounced a. 
failure.

A MAJOR EARTHQUAKE.

aroused by an earthquake of considerable, duration 
and intensity. 


There is something diabolically unreal in the spec- 


tacle of the earth's convulsions. The descriptive nar- 
ratives of those in a position to witness the disturb- 
ance at Santa Barbara Monday morning all convey 
this thought. 
The sudden buckling of streets, the 


bursting of water mains, the crumbling of great 
building*, the swaying, of trees—all of this affords 
evidence of a terrible 'force beyond the comprehension 
and control of human beings. A storm at «ea, or in 
the forest, or even in th*. crowded cltic* i* a fearsome 
sight. Storm, and flood and fire aw« but they do not 
ncite the fear when the ground itself contorts and 
twists itself into hideous shape. 


The scientists on the coast tell us that the Santa 


Barbara earthquake was a major disturbance. 
It In 


remarkable that the loss of life waa no grater. But 
the absence of towering- structure* "In Santa Barbara, 
coupled with .the fact that the hotels were largely 
deserted because the season had closed, and that the 
quake came at an hour when tha business houses 
were deserted, averted a much more terrifying toll 
of human life. 


The causes of earthquakes are fairly well known tp 


science.

Those who havq made It q. matter ot study have 


even been able to-recognize the peculiar atmospheric 
conditions forsbadowlng a disturbance of this char- 
actor. It is a matter of record that one of the promi- 
nent observers on the Pacific coast had predicted the 
Santa Barbara quake and had' gone to the city on the 
Saturday preceding to be there for observation pur-- 
poses, t

1C science becomes certain enough in its work to 


foretell the quakes with exactnes*., there will be a 
reduction of the loss of human life In these major 
quakes. But no one has ever suggested any .means 
of preventing property damage. No building has. ever 
been devised wjrich will withstand, the severe shock 
registered at Santa Barbara yevterda.y. 


GENERAL DA WES RENEWS THE BATTLE. 
Vice President Charles G. Dawes, who is follow7 


ing the example of his chief by Wcationlng: in New 
England, temporarily .abandoned pleasure and re- 
newed the fight which he has been making against 
the senate rules by delivering a speech at Manchester, 
N. H., the home of Senatpr ilose*. 


It wa* this same senator, who light-heartedly re- 


ferring to the Dawes campaign, had declared that 
the senate had tamed many "wild men." 


General Dawes reviewed senatorial action exhaust- 


ively to prove tha^ the senate need* a drastic c'loture 
rule in order to facilitate action. He argued con- 
vincingly that minority power to delay action ''in- 
vited legislative trades and barters." The reaspnlng 
appeals to the logic but in actual practice General 


wea is far from^the facts. In majay of its delibera- 


tions, especially with respect to appropriation mea- 
sures, and that wa* what General Bawes had in mind, 
the senate majority- has in numerous Instances'been 
composed of numerous log-rolling fact tons. The in- 
terest of those in the majority was to raid the treas- 
ury. It has 39 happened liiat the interest of those In 
the minority, who conducted the filibuster, was to 
prevent the passage of excessive appropriations. With- 
out the weapon of filibuster, this same, minority 
would have been unable to prevent the very thing 
which General Dawes seeks to eliminate. 


Most . of us will entertain a deep sympathy for 
eneral Dawes' fight to revise the senate rules. 
But hqw far we shall go in. turning government" 


over to the tender mercies of majority rule is not 
clear. Legislation should not be subjected to every 
passing popular whim, which changes in a day or 
. night. If that should happen, then certain tempor- 
.ry conditions would find'expression in the laws 
which govern us, but which are alleviated or en- 
tirely allayed by the time the legislature designed lo 
correct It had become effective. Unchecked and un- 
trammelled majority rule In legislation, especially i£ 
,t is inspired by unwise leadership, can be as danger- 
ous as the condtlon Which General Dawts so vigor* 
ously assails. 


As a matter of commonsense, the" senate should 


have the power to say when the full purposes of de- 
bate have been satisfied. It should not be possible 
for one or- two men to block the deliberations of all 
of the others. Under the present rules it is possible. 
That is the sole matter to which General Dawes 
should address himself. 
'

THE TREASURY SURPLUS. 


An accum ulation of a surplus of nearly 300 m illions 


of dollars In the present fiscal year, inviting another 


very considerable cut la the tax burden, has centered 


unusual Interest in the approaching session of con­ 


gress. 


This is a business adm inistration. 


It makes no other pretensions. In fact there c e r­ 


tainly would be resentm ent in the W^hite House if 


Mr. Cooltdge’s policies were interpreted in any other 


light. 
Since there is the frank and open recognition 


that governm ent is shaping its course to the needs 


and necessities of business, the only question which 


has been raised is how to apply the surplus tax funds 


most effectively for Am erican commerce and industry. 


The national debt at its peak w as slightly in ex­ 


cess of 25 billions of dollars. 
It is now a little more 


than 20 billions. 
The reduction of the debt, whioh 


has been effected in the seven years since the close 


of the w ar, has been made possible by application of 


surplus tax receipts, the revenues derived from the 


sale of w ar m aterials and the funds received from 


foreign countries indebted to Afnerlca, paid as in ter­ 


est or principal. 
W ith the sole exception of Grea<. 


B ritain , these paym ents to A m erica have been of a 


negligible character. 
Eve n w ith the B ritish paym ents 


added to them, they have been insufficient to meet 


the interest charges on the Am erican debt. 
Outside 


of G reat B ritain , F ra n c e and Ita ly are the principal 


debtors of this nation. 
Ita ly has given assurance 


that the question of funding he!1 obligation w ill sh ort­ 


ly be taken up. 
Fran ce has given no positive in d i­ 


cation of her intention of im m ediate funding, 
bo it 


is apparent th at for a very considerable period at 


least there w ill be qo appreciable receipts to further 
reduce the debt of this country. 
A t the present rate of saving in the governm ental 
activities, it would take forty years and more to 
liquidate the debt w hich this country owes. 
In Its 
financial 
operations a governm ent should observe 
the same rules w hich apply to the individual. 
M any 
individuals and m any businesses find their interest 
charges co nstitute too h eavy a load. 
M uch of the 
burden of governm ent at this tim e is due to the huge 
debt w hich A m erica owes. 
The question has been 
raised as to w hether the treasu ry surplus should not 
be applied to cutting down this debt and in this m an­ 
ner forever relieving the Individual and industry of 
the necessity of paying Interest. 
B u t tjie relief w hich would come in this fashion 
would be slow and unappreciable. 
It would not be 
felt for some years. 
In the m eantim e those \those 
perseverance and determ ination made possible the 
surplus would not receive full credit for the ach ieve­ 
ment. 
And so, Instead ctf using the treasury surplus 
to reduce the nation’s debt, another reduction In taxes 
has been planned by the adm inistration. 
A year ago congress balked M r. Qoolidge and M r. 
Mellon in their avowed purpose of relieving business 
of the burden. 
The president feels more confident of 


permit. 
The repeal o f the tea-day feature means 
that getting married will hencefo rth be the business 
primarily o f tho se who are to liv e to gether 
In this 
state. 
O t course, the law in its general provisions w ill 
continue to protect those who m ay be too young to 
understand the 
obligations 
of m atrim ony, by 
re - 
quirlng the consent of parents or guardians for p er­ 
sons of less than legal age. 
The rem arriage of d i­ 
vorcees w ithin six months is also prohibited. 
The 
same provisions as heretofore still stand relative to 
prohibiting the m arriage of persons afflicted w ith 
social diseases or hereditary insanity or epilepsv. 
Nebraska has found by actu al experience that the 
schemes of social reform ers do not a lw ays work out, 
and that they m ay aggravate the trouble instead of 
curing it. 
It Is not probable that any legislature in 
this state w ill attem pt to rem edy any such condition 
by m aking m arriage more difficult, after the tryo u t 
this plan has bad and the m iserable fiasco w hich it 
proved to be. 


the outcome of the fight in the next congress. 
The 
ve ry fact that those who hmve modest incomes shared 
the reduction to a larger degree than those of great 
wealth would seem ingly pave the w ay for his pro­ 
gram. 
The death of some of those who most effect­ 
ively fought the M ellon plan a year, ago is another 
reason for believing thgt the next congress w ill view 
the tax problem in a different light. 
M r. Coolidge as a potential candidate in 1928 w ill 
succeed or fail on the strength of his tax problem 
In the next session of congress. 
If by reducing the 
ta^ rate on the larger incomes, he can actu ally col­ 
lect more from those better able to pay, and this is 
t.he heart of his argum ent, he w ill have nothing to 
fear. 
If business is actu ally stim ulated so th at the 
A m erican people are bene/itted then his hold upon 
popular favor w ill be stronger than ever. 
B u t if his 
tax program m erely relieves those of great incomes 
of taxation, w ithout reverting to the benefit of in ­ 
dustry and commerce, and if it fails to stem the In ­ 
creasing tide of investm ent in tax free securities, 
then his position w ill be precarious. 
H is case rests 
upon the handling of the tax question. 


M A TR IM O N IA L E M B A R G O L IF TE D . 


Nebraska's experiment in restricting m arriage by 
com pelling prospective brides and grooms to w ait ten 
days after applying for the required license is now 
at an end. 
Beginning Thursday, candidates for h y ­ 
meneal union w ill not have to choose betw-een sub­ 
m itting » 0 this regulation or going outside the state 
to be wed. 
The act of the last legislature repealing 
the ten-day clause w ill go into effect on that day. 
S tric tly speaking, the old provision became obsolete 
In most counties of Nebraska im m ediately following 
the passage of the repeal bill and its approval by 
the governor on M arch 20. 
Although the new m ea­ 
sure did not carry the emergency clause, countv 
judges were perm itted under the statute of 1923 to 
w aive the ten-day rule for any good reason, and 
most of them have been daing so ever since the 
legislature voted to rescind it. 
B y all unprejudiced observers of the workings of 
this attem pt to make the Issuance of m arriage l i ­ 
censes a long-drawn-out affa ir It Is pronounced a 
failure. 
It d\d not accomplish the object in view 
when it w as passed, nam ely, to force couples to atop, 
look, listen and w ait before jum ping into the m atri­ 
monial harness. 
In nine eases out of ten, they got 
aro und if by taking the train over to Council Bluffs, 
or Sioux City, or some o ther convenient point in 
Iowa, M issouri. Kansas, Colorado or Fouth Dakota 
and hav ing the Isndt tied by a m inister or justice 
of the peace there. 
Impro mptu wedding trtps to those places canie to 
be a popular fad, and m any couples that might 
o therwise have taken more tim e to prepare for the 
itep were led into m aking the journey just to enjoy 
the novelty of It. 
The result was to greatly diminish 
the num ber.of home weddlpgs and remove th e 'p rin ­ 
cipals fro m the wholesome atmosphere in which It 
would hav e been better tor them to make their start 
together, in the m idst of relatives friends and well- 
wisher*. 
Th ii condition, fortunately for Nebraska and its 
young people, w ill not prevail in future. 
Applicants 
for m arriage licenses, on and after Thursday, may 
obtain them in any county of the state, w ithout u n ­ 
due delay o r being forced to occupy the uncom fort­ 
able statu* o f probationary trial as it were, until the

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A M A JO R E A R TH Q U A K E . 


None of nature’s m anifestations inspire the fear 
aroused by an earthquake of considerable duration 
and intensity. 
There is som ething diabolically unreal in the spec­ 
tacle of the earth ’s convulsions. 
The descriptive n a r­ 
ratives of those in a position to w itness the d istu rb ­ 
ance at San ta B arb a ra M onday m orning atl convey 
this thought. 
The sudden buckling of streets, the 
bursting of w ater mains, 
the crum bling of great 
buildings, the swaying, of trees— all of this affords 
evidence of a terrible force beyond the comprehension 
and control of human beings. 
A storm at sea, or in 
the forest, or even in the crowded cities is a fearsome 
sight. 
Storm and flood and fire aw e but they do not 
incite the fear when the ground Itself contorts and 
tw ists Itself into hideous shape. 
The scientists on the coast tell us that the San ta 
B a rb a ra earthquake was a m ajor disturbance. 
It Is 
rem arkable that the loss of life was no greater. 
B u t 
the absence of tow ering structures in San ta Barbara, 
coupled w ith the fact th at the hotels w ere largely 
deserted because the season had closed, and that the 
quake came a t an hour when the business houses 
were deserted, averted a m uch more terrifyin g toll 
of human life. 
The causes of earthquakes are fa irly well known to 
science. 
Those who have made it a m atter of study have 
even been able to recognize the peculiar atm ospheric 
conditions forsliadow ing a disturbance of this c h a r­ 
acter. 
It is a m atter of record that one of the p rom i­ 
nent observers on the P a c ific coast had predicted the 
San ta B arb a ra quake and had gone to the city on the 
Sa tu rd a y preceding to be ther* for observation p u r­ 
poses. 
If science becomes certain enough in it* work to 
foretell the quakes w ith exactness, there w ill be a 
reduction of the loss of human life In these m ajor 
quakes. 
B u t no one has ever suggested any means 
of preventing property damage. 
No building has ever 
been devised wj>ich wtll w ithstand the severe shock 
registered at Sa n ta B a rb a ra yesterday. 


G E N E R A L D A W E S R E N E W S TH E B A TTL E . 


V ice Presiden t Charles G. Dawes, who is fo llo w ­ 
ing the exam ple of his chief by vacationing in N ew 
England, tem porarily abandoned 
pleasure and re ­ 
newed the fight which he has been m aking against 
the senate rules by delivering a speech at M anchester, 
N. H., the home of Senator Moses. 
It w as this same senator, who light-heartedly re- 
e rr in g to the Dawes cam paign, had declared that 
the senate had tamed m any “ w ild men.’’ 
General D aw es review ed senatorial action exhaust­ 
ively to prove th at the senate needs a drastic cloture 
rule in order to facilitate action. 
H e argued con ­ 
vin cin g ly that m inority power to delay action " in ­ 
vited legislative trades and barters.’’ 
The reasoning 
appeals to the logic but in actual practice G eneral 
D aw es is far from the facts. 
In m any of its delibera­ 
tions, especially w ith respect to appropriation m ea­ 
sures, and that w as w hat G eneral Daw-es had in mind, 
the senate m ajority has in numerous Instances be<*n 
composed of numerous log-rolling factions. 
The in ­ 
terest of those in the m ajority w as to raid the treas­ 
ury. 
It has so happened th at the interest of those in 
the m inority, who conducted the filibuster, w as to 
prevent the passage of excessive appropriations. W ith , 
out the 
weapon of filibuster, this same m inority 
would have been unable to prevent the very thing 
w hich General Dawes seeks to elim inate. 
M ost of us w ill entertain a deep sym pathy for 
General D aw es’ fight to revise the senate rules. 
B u t how fa r we shall go in. turning governm ent 
over to the tender m ercies of m ajority rule is not 
clear. 
Legislation should not be subjected to every 
passing popular whim , w hich changes in a day or 
a night. 
If that should happen, then certain tem por­ 
ary conditions would find expression in the laws 
w hich govern us, but w hich are alleviated or e n ­ 
tirely allayed by the tim e the legislature designed to 
correct it had become effective. 
Unchecked and u n ­ 
tram m elled m ajority rule In legislation, especially if 
it is inspired by unwise leadership, can be as danger­ 
ous as the condtion w hich General Dawes so vigor* 
ously assails. 
A s a m atter of commonsense, the senate should 
have the power to say when the full purposes of de­ 


bate have been satisfied. 
It should not be possible 
for one or two men to block the deliberations of all 
of the others. 
U nder the present rules it is possible. 
Th a t is the sole m atter to w hich General Dawes 
should address himself.
